150.000 NAZIS 
HEAR HITLER'S 
PLEA FOR PEACE 


400 War Planes Mass­ 
ed at Number# as 
Fuhrer Makes 
Speech.

Nurnberg, Germany, Sept. 
12.— 
Reichsfuhrer Adolf Hitler, with 400 
war planes quartered nearby, Friday 
night delivered a twenty-minute 
oration for peace. 
"We pray Providence to spare our 
children what we suffered in the 
past," he said, "but let no one im­ 
agine our movement can be halted 
or shaken. We stand inflexible, like 
a rock." 
Der Fuhrers only reference to bol­ 
shevism and Jewry, assailed for two 
days by his highest subalterns, was: 
“We only want peace to proceed 
with reconstructive work—but with 
our own methods and not the meth­ 
ods of Jewish bolshevists. 
Enters Outdoor Cathedral 
He walked through a gigantic por­ 
tal to enter the colossal open-air ca­ 
thedral that is the Zeppelin meadow 
outside Nurnberg. 
As he mounted a brilliantly light­ 
ed rostrum, Hitler looked down on 
the caps of 150,000 brown-uniformed 
nazis. 
The entire meadow was an enor­ 
mous edifice of light encircled by 
limestone grandstands. 
The tinted beams of 2,000 army 
searchlights suddenly flared into a 
lofty Gothic dome of sapphire. 
The shafts of light converged some 
3.000 feet above the brown-shirted 
men. 
Says Clouds Are Gone 
Amid 
acclamation 
Der Fuhrer 
turned to his audience and opened 
his address with the words: 
"Yesteryear’s clouds have rolled 
by and the Third Reich now occu­ 
pies a proud and honorable place 
among nations." 
The 400 war planes were to roar 
aloft Monday in what air force lead­ 
ers predict will be an unprecedented 
display of Germany's power in the 
air. 
The populace of Nurnberg, where 
800.000 nazis are assembled for their 
annual party convention, last night 
turned their cheers for the orators 
to cheers for the officers of their 
air force.

First Confedera te An tietam 
Memorial To Be Unveiled 
On 74 th Battle Anniversary 


Tile 74th anniversary of the battle 
of Antietam. which falls on Thurs­ 
day, September 17. will be marked 
by the unveiling of the first Con­ 
federate memorial on that battle­ 
field. 
While Gettysburg has a number 
of Confederate memorials, none has 
heretofore been erected at Antietam, 
the nearest approach to same being 
the Maryland monument erected to 
her sons in both the' armies of the 
blue and the gray. 
Tile memorial to be unveiled on 
September 17, marks the location 
of the headquarters of General Rob­ 
ert E. Lee, commander of the Con­ 
federate forces. 
About a year ago the West Vir­ 
ginia division, United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, purchased a little 
over an acre of land on the Sharps- 
burg-Shepherdstown 
road, 
which 
during the battle was an oak grove 
and in which was pitched General 
Lee’s headquarters tent. This grove 


taches to his air force in the forth­ 
coming maneuvers was noticeable in 
the “tent city" where 20,000 nazi 
soldiers are encamped. 
Of these nearly half are air force 
men. 
‘ Surprise packages” for the popu­ 
lace in the shape of huge tanks were 
also hinted. The army high com­ 
mand, however, carefully concealed 
what equipment it would roll out 
in the way of tanks and artillery. 
The warplanes—all the way from 
tri-motored bombers to fleet pursuit 
ships—routed 
Nurnberg from its 
beds at dawn Friday. 
The uninformed watchers saw for­ 
mation flying with the bombers 
winging along under aerial convoy 
of dipping pursuit planes.

Mrs. R. Raymond Woolf, president 
of the West Virginia Division, U. 
D. C., will make the introductory 
address. Robert Edward Lee, great 
grandson of the Confederate gen­ 
eral, will remove the veil from the 
memorial. Dr. George Bolling Lee, 
of New York, the grandson of Gen­ 
eral Lee, will accept the memorial. 
The principal address will be by 
Judge Jo N. Henna, West Virginia 
Supreme Court of Appeals. 
Verne 
E. Chatelain, acting assistant di­ 
rector of the National Park service, 
also will speak. 
Music for the occasion will be 
furnished by the Rohrersville band. 
The entire program is in charge of 
the West Virginia division United 
Daughters of the Confederacy.
